An Act for the more effectual Suppreſſion of Societies eſtabliſhed for Seditious and Tre 
ſonable Purpoſes; and for better preventing Treaſonable and Seditious Practices. 


[12th July 1799. 
0 WV ERE As a traitorous Conſpiracy has long been carried on, in conjunction with the Perſons from 
23299 Time to Time exerciſing the Powers of Government in France, to overturn the Laws, Conſtitu- 
tioa, and Government, and every exiſting Eſtabliſhment, Civil and Ecclefiaftical, both in Great Brita 
© and Ireland, and to diſſolve the Connection between the two Kingdoms, fo neceſſary to the Security and 
* Proſperity of both: And whereas, in purſuance of ſuch Deſign, and in order to carry the fame into 
Effect, divers Societies have been of late Years inſtituted in this Kingdom, and in the Kingdom of . 
© land, of a new and dangerous Nature, inconſiſtent with Publick Tranquillty, and with the Exiſtence of 
© regular Government, particularly certain Societies calling themſelves Societies of United Engliſhmen, Unit: 
* Scot/men, United Britons, United: TIriſhmen, and The London Correſponding Society: And whereas the Men: 
© bers of many fuch Societies have taken unlawful Oaths and Engagements of Fidelity and Secrecy, and

W HERE As great Numbers of Journeymen ManufaCturers and Workmen, in various Parts of thi, 
Kingdom, have, by unlawful Meetings and Combinations, endeavoured to obtain Advance gf 
their Wages, and to effectuate other illegal Purpoſes ; and the Lays at preſent in Force againſt ſuch un. 
lawful Conduct have been found to be inadequate to the Suppreſſion thereof, whereby it is become neceſſar 

that more effectual Proviſion ſhould be made againſt ſuch unlawful Combinations; and for preventing ſuch 
unlawful Practices in future, and for bringing ſuch Offenders to more prey and exemplary Juſtice: 
May it pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted ;* and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Ma. 
jeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, ang Commons, in this 
preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, from and after the paſſing of this Act, 
all Contracts, Covenants, and Agreements whatſoever, in — not in Writing, at any Time or Times 
heretofore made or entered into by or between any Journeymen Manufacturers or other Workmen, or other 
Perſons within this Kingdom, for obtaining an Advance of Wages of them, or any of them, or any other 
Journeymen Manufacturers or Workmen, or other Perſons in any Manufacture, Trade, or Buſiness, or

6 HEREAS the Port or Harbour and River of Neath, in the County of Glamorgan, by the Means
